many more were moved from their 
foundations. 
Several business fronts 
«Iso were broken in by the ice and float­ 
ing timbers. A portion of the bridge 
was lifted from its abutments and went 
down with the ice.

L o a v itio re m i'ii a n d F r e ig h t H a n ­ 
d le rs R e tu r n to W o rk . 
N kw York, February 12.—The dec­ 
laration of District Assembly 49 last 
night that the strike was off caused a 
.general rush of longshoremen and freight 
haodlers along the whole river front this 
morning to got back to work at some 
piers along East river. The strikers hud 
not even waited for orders from head­ 
quarters, but had gone buek to work on 
the best terms they could make. As 
early as six o’clock gaugs of strikers 
were seen around the piers waiting to 
catoh the foremen and superintendents 
as they came to their respective piers. 
A t the Maine Steamship Company’s pier 
all of the old hunda find returned. At 
the Clyde, Mallony & W ard piers also 
many old bauds had found their way 
back, but in no instHnoe were they 
recognized as unionists. 
By Monday it 
is expected the business of the com­ 
panies will have resumed normal shape. 
A t the evening session at headquarters 
one of the executive om m ittee stated 
th at the e d of the strike would not end 
the boycott on tho Old Dominion line. 
T he men who turned out with tho 
strikers on this pier who did not belong 
to tho union will be assisted w ith mouuy 
until they get employment. 
More of 
the strikers went to work on the steam­ 
ship piers in the afternoon. The officers 
of the ’longshoremen’s uniun state that 
nearly all of their men will be a ’, 
w ork Monday. 
The movement of 
freight continues to improve. 
Tho 
strikers on the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
pier went to work this morning. A 
U rge number went on the Jersey Cen­ 
tral pier. At No. 4, of the Pennsylva­ 
n ia comp iny, a score of strikers asked 
to be put to work, but were refused, 
Agent J. 3. Bodeu stating that they 
could not come back under any circum­ 
stances. At the other piers the old 
hands are being takeu back. Big piles 
of freight are fast disappearing, in the 
poor quarters cf this city and Brooklyn 
the people who live from hand to mouth 
are many of them in very sore straits. 
Tradesmen have given all the credit 
they can afford. It is almost impos­ 
sible to colluot rents and the suffering

W ashington, February 12.—It is 
learned that tho section of the Anti­ 
Polygamy bill passed by the House, 
which excludes from the registration 
lists the names of all persons who refuse 
to take an oath to obey the Edmunds 
act, has been made much more stringent 
by the conferees. In its present shape 
the section excludes from registration 
those who refuse to support the law of 
1882, (the Edmunds act) or this amenda­ 
tory aot, or who praotico, aid, abet or 
avow a belief in polygamy. 
The con­ 
ferees ia adding these restrictions to the 
original bill, were animated by a desire 
to prevent the encouragement and sus­ 
tenance of'polygamy by persons who 
keep within the letter of the law by re- 
frainiug from tbo practice of polygamy, 
while openly avowing their belief in the 
-doctrine.

HOUSE. 
Tho House has agreed to the amend­ 
ment tu the Seuato Trade Duller bill, 
providing that.the recoinuge of tho trade 
dollar, recoined under this Act, sbAll 
not he considered as a part of the eilvor 
bullion required to be purchased and 
coined under provisions of thn Bland 
law as the amended bill was passed. 
After takiug up theTrado Dollar bill, 
Lanham, of Texas, representing tho 
minority of tho Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, offered an amend­ 
ment providing that within six months 
after the passage of the act trade dollars 
not mutilated -or defaced shall be re­ 
ceived at their face value in payment of 
all duos to the United States. That any 
holder of trade dollars may exchange the 
sumo for staudurd silver dollars auu that 
trade dollars received by tho treasurer 
cither in payment or exchange shall be 
recoined into silver dollars or subsidiary 
coin at the option of the Secretary of 
the Treasurj’. 
W arner, of Ohio, offered an amend­ 
ment providing specifically that the 
recoinage of 
silver 
dollars 
shall 
not be part of the silver bullion 
required to be purchased monthly and 
coined into staudurd silver dollars. 
Mr. Lauham accept* d tho amendment 
offered by Mr. W arner, and modified his 
own accordingly. 
The amendment as 
moditied was agreed to— 127 to 99—and 
the hill as so amended was passed—174 
to 813. As passed the bill provides iu ill 
first section that for a period of six 
months after the passage of tho act 
trade dollars, if uot defaced, mutilated 
or stamped, shall not agr.iu be paid out, 
or by any other means issuod. 
It pro­ 
vides that during tho above period the 
holder of trade dollars not mutilated, 
defaced or stamped may receive in ex­ 
change on presentation of the same at 
the treasury or any sub-treasury a like 
amouut of value, dollar for dollar, in 
standerd silver dollars, or in subsidiary 
silver coins, at the option of tho holder. 
It directs that trade dollars received by 
the government iu payment of dues or 
iu exchange shall not be paid out, 
but shall be recoined into standard 
silver dollars or subsidiary coin, at the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury; provided, that the coinage of trade 
dollars recoined under tbi* aot shall not 
be considered as part of the silver bullion 
required to be purchased aud coinod into 
stauda1 d dollars as required by tho act 
of February 28, 1878. 
It repeals ail laws authorizing the 
coinage and issunnce of trade dollars.

Huwley; The Empire State, Senator- 
elect Hiscock; the Republican party, 
Governor Foraker;Reform of Party with­ 
in Party, Senator Harrison; Young Meu 
in politics, Cbanncey M. Depew; war 
Goveruors, Gov. Oglesby; Republicau 
clubs as a means of party organization, 
E. T. Bartleti; A tariff for protection, 
Galushu A. Grow; civil service reform, 
Henry Cabot Lodge; Our Legislature, 
Speaker Hasted. Mr. Blaine had beeu 
• ¿pected to respond to a toast of Abra- 
fe «m Liuooln, but at the last moment 
sent a letter of regret. 
The apeaking 
continued until a late hour. 
Blame, iu his letter of regret, said, 
after referring to the anniversary and 
paying a tribute to W ashington and 
Lincoln as two immortal uumes iu 
American history: “ Your club meets 
to do honor to Mr. Lincoln ub a Repub­ 
lican. It was the Republican party that 
gave Mr. Linoola to the nat'ou and sus­ 
tained him step by step through his 
extraordinary career. A celebration of 
Mr. Linculu's name is a celebration of 
the Republican party.

E d i t o r H e r a l d :—When the news of 
the dynamite explosion at the Grand 
Opera House, in San Francisco, reaohed 
this city this morning it caused a feeling 
of nervousness among the members of 
both Houses. • Each one felt as if be was 
in some degree responsible for the out­ 
rage perpetrated, and not without some 
foundation. 
If an attempt should be 
made to blow up the Senate chamber it 
might have the desired effect of recall­ 
ing to the minds ef its members that 
there is a large amount of very import­ 
ant legislative work that ought to be at­ 
tended to before the close of thesesdou, 
and that the people are getting anxious 
to have something done other than ex­ 
pensive excursions and junketing trips. 
For instance, there is tho Irrigation bill, 
that is of the utmost importance to the 
people of the southern part of the State, 
that should be considered at the earliest 
moment, aud it is due to the Loa An­ 
geles delegation to a great degree that 
the bill has even progressed as far as it 
has. 
Through the never-tiring energy 
of Senators White, Bjwers, Kolb aud 
Assemblyman Wright, they have suc-

* in amending the bill known as 


ing the county seat at Glenn, is creating 
considerable commotion in the lobby. 
Ex-Benator K. E. Kelley, of Yolo, is 
handling the bill in favor of the di­ 
vision, and is making considerable strides 
of progression in the Assembly, while 
Senator Boggs is opposing the bill in the 
Senate, aud feels confident of its defeat. 
He is of tho opinion that the time bus 
not yet arrived for a division of the 
county, and that tho peoplu are nol so 
desirous as is represented by Kelley. 
Will Grecu, of the Colusa Sun, is taking
